ON TO 2050: Stormwater and Flooding Draft Strategy Paper — Nora Beck, CMAP staff
CMAP is exploring new approaches to stormwater management as it relates to flooding as
part of the development of the next plan. CMAP staff have developed a draft strategy
paper for committee review. Using a presentation, Nora briefly described the outline of
the paper and asked for committee feedback by October 12. CMAP staff and committee
members also discussed the MWRD study session on the proposed changes to the
watershed management ordinance.

ON TO 2050: Plan Land Use Indicator Refinement — Nora Beck, CMAP staff

The ON TO 2050 indicators provide performance measures to benchmark our progress on
plan implementation. Using a presentation, Nora presented a refined set of land use
indicators, as summarized in this memo. The committee asked a few questions clarifying
the methodology of the new development indicator. CMAP requests feedback on the
memo by October 19. At the November meeting, CMAP staff will present the
environment-focused indicators for review by the committee.

Expressway Vision — Tom Murtha, CMAP staff

Staff provided an update regarding the project to develop a multi-jurisdictional vision to
guide future capital investments, coordinate transportation operations, and recommend
policy and management strategies for the existing expressway system in northeastern
Illinois. Transit, freight, community impacts, and revenue will all be key aspects of the
vision. Using a presentation, Tom provided an overview of the project purpose, how that
relates to the ON TO 2050 planning process, as well as the goals, corridor improvements
and policy framework currently being considered as part of the vision. Committee
members asked a number of clarifying questions and discussed the following points:

e Project Goal: Manage Environmental Impacts:

o  Work to reduce fragmentation that the existing expressway vision has created
over time and improve wildlife crossings or incorporate habitat connectivity in
other, human permeability projects to ensure multi-purpose crossings.

o  Develop management plan for areas within the expressway right-of-way for
habitat.

o  Support for addressing changing climate, particularly via improved stormwater
management.

o  Road salting and surface and groundwater chloride contamination. Support for
addressing this in an operational manner, of following best management
practices.

o Light impacts, use night sky policies to reduce light pollution from the system.

o  Construction materials: reduce water pollution through pavement selection and
use highly reflective pavement to reduce heat absorption.

o  Energy production, in addition to solar potential, could wind energy also be
generated and used in nearby charging stations?

e Policy Framework: Environment:

o Revenues from the managed lanes and variable pricing could go into a regional
conservation fund in order to address the larger scale environmental impacts of
the expressway system, in addition to paying for the management of new
environmental components of the expressway itself.

o  Support for incentives toward electric vehicles, particularly trucks.
